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HATE MICE? TRY SOME 
OF PERYAM'S POISON 


Troubled by mice? 
You’ve got lots of company-if that’s any consolation. 
County Agricultural Commissioner Tom Peryam said 
he has received more complaints and distributed more mouse 
poison this year than ever before.

BERKELEY (¿P) — The low bid of 
$68,775 for test borings on the Rich- 
mond-San Rafael bridge project has 
been submitted by Ben C. Oerwick, 
Inc., San Francisco. 
The contract will not be let for 
at least 10 days, however, according 
to Norman C. Raab, project engineer 
for the Division of San Francisco 
Bay Toll Bridge Crossings. 
Another bid was for $74,550, sub­ 
mitted by the Duncanson-Harreison 
Co., of Richmond. 
“The low bid has to be sent to the 
board of public works at Sacramento 
to be processed/* Raab explained. 
“Attorneys hive to look it over, the 
attorney general will look it over, 
and then they will either sign or 
reject the b#.” 
Raab said he probably would rec­ 
ommend that the Oerwick bid be ac­ 
cepted. 
There will be 33 borings made, 
Raab said. Jhey will go to a depth 
of 250 feet along the proposed bridge 
crossing between San Rafael JIKtft I 
Richmond. 
The span will be 4.1 miles, costing 
an estimated $54,000,000. 
Besides the borings, Raab said 16 
test pilings will be driven, and 40 jet 
probings made. He explained a rod 
with a jet is pushed down to find 
bedrock, in most cases located about 
50 or 60 feet below the surface, but 
in some cases as deep as 100 feet.

Without one dissenting vote San 
Rafael businessmen and teachers 
agreed they have a better under, 
standing of one another's problems 
and have become partners In de­ 
veloping a section of the com­ 
munity since first Business-Educa- 
tion day Monday.

son, Legion national commander 
told the Senate Armed Services 
committee. 
Before Wilson and other witnesses

Morris himself said shortly after 
his appointment as a special assist­ 
ant Attorney General that he didn’t 
have subpoena powers and didn’t 
want them. 
“I ’m not a prosecutor,” he said. 
“I ’m an investigator.” 
Morris, 50-year-old socially promi­ 
nent New York attorney, was picked 
on Feb. 1 to take command of the 
long-demanded probe into tax scan­ 
dals. He said his first job will be 
to investigate Attorney General Mc­ 
Grath’s Justice department. 


Truman said at his news confer­ 
ences: 
“In many cases where government 
employees have been subject to out­ 
side influence, the most essential 
evidence it not in government 
hands. 
“Mr. Morris cannot conduct a | 
thoroughgoing and effective Investi­ 
gation of such caros as these unless 
he has the power to subpoena wit­ 
nesses and documenta from outside 
the government.” 
Then, the president said he does 
not have the power to grant Morris! 
this authority and that he is going 
to* ask Congress “to give Mr. Morris | 
the subpoena powers necessary to 
the proper performance of his 
duties” 
The power to subpoena persons 
and documents would give Morris 
some of the powers of a grand jury. 
This power however, would fall short 
of actual returning an Indictment— j 
that is, formally charging a crime. 
His findings still would have to be 
acted upon by a grand Jury.

Hinder Acceptance 


LAST WEEK TWO SENATORS 
were discussing the admission of 
Greece and Turkey to the North 
Atlantic Treaty. Senator Watkins 
of Utah, wishing to learn all he 
could about the matter, turned to 
Senator Gillette of Iowa, reminded 
Mr. Gillette that he was a member 
off the Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee, and then asked him this ques­ 
tion; 
“Will the Senator from Iowa in­ 
dicate how many more square 
miles of territory we will be re­ 
quired to defend in case of an at­ 
tack upon Turkey?” 
To this Senator Gillette replied: 
“I cannot answer the question. 
As the able Senator from Utah will 
recall, I stated a few moments ago 
that it amounted to thousands of 
square miles. I believe, including 
the sea territory and the present 
North Atlantic territory, which 
was also expanded, and including 
the territories of Greece and Tur­ 
key, it will run Into tens-of-thou- 
, sands of miles.” 
Senator Watkins was troubled 
because Senator Gillette did not 
know exactly how many square 
miles we had to defend: 
“Does the Senator from Iowa re­ 
gard it as highly important for 
the people of the United States to 
know what we are taking on by 
the defense of two additional na­ 
tions?” 
It is evident that Senator Wat­ 
kins’ mind had not been clarified 
nor his spirit assuaged. We should 
sympathize with him. He was not 
given the right answer to his ques­ 
tion. 


* SENATOR WATKINS IS trou­ 
bled, as are very many others, by 
the Korean precedent. He is try­ 
ing to limit the president’s power 
to deploy American troops abroad 
because he does not wish to be 
told, without being consulted about 
it first, that an American army 
is being sent to “defend . . . more 
square miles of territory.” This is 
the heart and substance* aiso, I 
venture to think, of Mr. Taft’s 
complaining, 
of 
his 
repeated, 
though 
not very 
sucessful 
at­ 
tempts to invoke the constitution 
against the president. 
Now the proper answer to Sena­ 
tor Watkins, is that as he under­ 
stands the word “defend”—name­ 
ly as meaning the defense of ter­ 
ritory with a ground army—there 
is no obligation whatsoever under 
the treaty for any nation to “de­ 
fend” any other nation. That is 
to say there is no obligation to 
use troops to hold any particular 
square mile off territory. 


THE OBLIGATION WHICH is 
binding on all the treaty members 
is to go to war against the nation 
which attacks any one of them. 
But there is nothing in the treaty 
which stipulates how each nation 
must wage that war. 
That is a 
strategical problem which has tq 
be worked out by each country 
In consultation with its allies. The 
solution of the strategical prob­ 
lem is not and could not be pre­ 
determined by the treaty. 
If ever the treaty were inter­ 


preted as Senator Watkins fears, 
the alliance would Immediately 
fall apart. If every member had 
to “defend” every other member’s 
territory, then it would be neces­ 
sary to organize at once interna­ 
tional armies, garrisoned in every 
NAfO country that has a common 
frontier with the Soviet Union or 
with a Soviet satellite. These in­ 
ternational armies 
stationed 
in 
Turkey and Greece, In Italy, in 
Norway and Denmark, would each 
of them have to be as big as all 
the Communist forces which could 
be thrown against them if that 
were the point chosen for the at­ 
tack. 
That is, of course, impos­ 
sible. The idea of any such dis­ 
persion of forces is a military ab­ 
surdity, and those who conceived 
and promoted this treaty never 
entertained such an idea. 


THE GREAT PURPOSE and 
virtue of the treaty is that it has 
created an organized guarantee 
against Soviet expansion by mili­ 
tary means into Europe and the 
Middle East. 
The crux 
of 
the 
treaty is that it has committed 
Great Britain 
with its 
empire, 
France with its empire, and North 
America to organize a strategical 
combination for quick military re­ 
taliation against aggression across 
any of the western frontiers of the 
Communist orbit. 
This organized guarantee by the 
great military powers of the West­ 
ern World is what protects all the 
exposed and weak countries on the 
western borderlands of the Com­ 
munist orbit. It protects not only 
the treaty members but no less ef­ 
fectively several countries which 
have not signed the treaty. 
It 
protects—to cite an extreme but 
illuminating example—the western 
half of the city of Berlin, though 
it Is surrounded by the Red Army, 
It protects Iran against invasion. 
It protects Yugoslavia against in­ 
vasion. 
It protects the whole of 
Scandinavia 
including 
Finland 
against invasion. 
This protection 
comes not from the presence of 
adequate or even of token forces 
of American infantrymen but from 
the deterrent power of the mili­ 
tary coalition. 


WHEN 
SENATOR WATKINS 
has understood the difference be­ 
tween a guarantee and “defense” 
—in his sense of the word—I would 
expect him to be less disturbed by 
the issues he has been trying to 
define. A clearer understanding of 
that distinction would help many 
others besides Senator Watkins. 
It would, I believe, have helped 
the armistice negotiators in Kor­ 
ea who spent an unconscionable 
amount of energy and 
time 
on 
achieving « “defensible” ground 
frontier. 
It would do much to 
clarify our understanding of what 
follows in case an armistice is bro­ 
ken and the war Is renewed. 
It 
would do much to clarify our pol­ 
icy in NATO if we re-examined 
the various proposals now under 
discussion to strengthen it—asking 
of each whether or not it makes 
the 
overall deterrent 
guarantee 
more effective.

Visit Social Security 
Office Before Retiring

WASHINGTON 
UPV-If 
you’re 
nearing 65 and thinking of retir­ 
ing, you may save yourself money 
the rest off your life by first talk­ 
ing over your case at the nearest 
social security office. 
That goes for two kinds of work­ 
ers: People who are employed and 
the self-employed. 
Some of the 
self-employed, as you’ll see near 
the end of this story, have a 
special problem of their own. 


HERE ARE A FEW POINTS to 
keep in mind. 
No one retiring before July 1 will 
ever get a social security pension 
larger than $68.50. Since a wife’s 
pension is half that of her hus­ 
band, the maximum for a couple 
retiring before July 1 will always 
be $102.75. 
If you retire after July, and are 
entitled to the maximum, you can 
get as much as $80. 
Since your 
wife at 65 will get half that much, 
or $40, a couple retiring after July 
1 could draw as much as $120 a 
month for life. 
By law social security pensions 
until July 1 will range from a 
minimum of $20 to a maximum of 
$68.50. After that, while the mini­ 
mum remains, any retiring worker, 
of course, gets only the pension to 
which he’s entitled. And that de­ 
pends on several things: the num­ 
ber of quarters—a quarter is a 
three-month period—he’s worked 
in a job covered by social security; 
his earnings: and so on. 
So, although the present maxi­ 
mum pension is $68.50, the aver­ 
age worker—simply because he’s 
am ag a—won’t get that much if he 


retires now. The average pension 
now is running around 
$42 
a 
month. 


AND THE AVERAGE WORKER 
retiring after July 1 won’t be en­ 
titled to that future maximum of 
$80. The average pension for those 
retiring after July 1 will run much 
less than $80, perhaps a, $50 or so 
a month. 
Many workers now around 65— 
because they already have enough 
covered quarters to their credit 
since the social security law went 
into effect Jan. 1, 1937—could re­ 
tire today and be entitled to some 
kind of pension. 
But, since each worker's problem 
is just a little different from that 
of anyone else, each man thinking 
of retiring has a question to face: 
in my particular case, even though 
I can quit now and get a pension, 
will I benefit by waiting until after 
July 1? 
And for the self-employed people 
the problem is a little more com­ 
plicated. 
Until Jan. 1, 1951, 
only 
em­ 
ployees were covered by social se­ 
curity. Since that date about four 
or five million self-employed people 
have come under the coverage. 


BUT SOME OF THOSE who 
have been self-employed since Jan. 
1, 1951, were, for many years be­ 
fore then, employees of others. As 
such they worked in c o v e r e d 
jobs for many quarters since social 
security went on the books Jan. 1, 
1937. 
For that reason many people 
presently self-employed could re­ 
tire now at 65 and draw a pension 
period based on the credits they

acquired in those years when they 
worked as employees. 
But a number of those now self- 
employed never were under social 
security until J a a 1, 1951. They 
can’t retire and get a pension until 
they’ve built up. enough social se­ 
curity credits. 
The period between Jan. 1, 1951 
—when the self-employed 
first 
came under social security—and 
July 1, 1952, is 18 months, or six 
quarters. A person with no pre­ 
vious coverage needs 18 lhonths of 
it to get a pension. 


SO A SELF-EMPLOYED person 
could retire July 1, 1952, and get 
some pension but would make out 
better on the size of his pension if 
he waited until After Jan. 1, 1953, 
to retire. 
Thus the problem of a person 
now self-empioyed and pith social 
security credit before Jan. 1, 1951, 
is a little different from that of 
an employee. 
That’s another reason why a 
person now nearing 65 and think­ 
ing of retiring should go over hii 
Individual case with the people 
at his nearest social security of­ 
fice. 
It’s one way of being sure 
you know what you’re doing about 
retiring.

INCOME TAX FAX 
Dividends Taxable Even If 
They Are Not Paid In Cash

Dividends you receive on stock 
or shares of a corporation or as­ 
sociation. paid out of earnings and 
profits of the corporation or as­ 
sociation, are taxable income and 
must be reported. Usually divi­ 
dends are paid 
in c a s h , b u t 
sometimes 
they 
are paid in mnr- 
c h a n d 1se o r 
o t h e r property , 
you should re­ 
port as income f¡¡¡ 
the fair market 
v a l u e of t h e 
merchandise o r 
p r o p e r t y re­ 
ceived, valued at 
the time you re­ 
ceived it. 


Sometimes a p a v m e n t is re­ 
ceived that is not paid out of 
earnings or profits. If so, it is not 
taxable as a dividend. Such pay-' 
ments are reductions in the cost 
or other basis of your shares. Such

payments are not taxable until 
they exceed your cost or other 
basis. After you ha/e recovered 
the total cost or other basis of 
your shares, you must then re­ 
port any additional receipts as 
gains from the sale or exchange of 
property (Capital gains). 


Once in a while a corporation 
or association distributes both div­ 
idend and capital in the same pay­ 
ment. However, the distribution it 
usually shown on the check or 
accompanying notice. 


A distribution of a d d i t i o n a l * 
shares of stock Is not taxable if 
It does not change your proportion­ 
ate interest in the company.

NE WYORK W) — Gov. Earl 
Warren 6f California expressed dis- 
agreemeht last night with Sen. Rob­ 
ert A. Taft on the tatter's proposal 
that Chinese Nationalist forces on 
Formosa be equipped with U. 8. 
arms for an invasion of Communist- 
held territory. 
Both Warren, who was the Re­ 
publican vice presidential candidate 
to 1948, and Tkft are campaigning 
this year for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination. 
Taft made his proposal Tuesday 
night to a Lincoln Day speech at 
Seattle. He foresaw an assault by 
the Communists on southeast Asia 
and said the “only chance to stop it 
is by a Chinese Nationalist invasion 
of Communist-held territory.” 
To effect this invasion, Taft said, 
American arms and training should 
be nished to Nationalist leader CM- 
ang Kai-Shek on Formosa. 
Warren, to the second of two tele­ 
vision appearances here yesterday 
and last night, said he disagreed 
with Taft on this point and added: 
"I don’t see how he can just arm 
300,000 Chinese soldiers and send 
them to conquer China unless we 
are prepared to' follow through and 
finish the job for them if they fail­ 
ed.” 
Warren was told on one of the 
programs that some eastern Re­ 
publicans had accused him of being 
“a toft-winger or a socialist,” 
“I am a socialist to no sense of the 
word,” Warren replied. "I have an 
abomination for socialism.” 
Warren said his critics were “un­ 
able to distinguish between social­ 
ism and social progress.”

Bonaro W. Overstreet, spoke in­ 
formally on “Building Sound Human 
Relationships.” The four lecture 
series on Wednesday evenings, is 
being sponsored by the Mill Valley 
Community church. 
“The study of personality is the 
study of the 'arithmetic of the 
spirit",** declared Mrs. Overstreet, 
contrasting the old “atomic in­ 
dividual” concept of personality with 
today’s understanding of personality 
as an totermeshing of relationships. 
MANY POSSIBILITIES 
“When a relationship between two 
personalities is sound,” she con­ 
tinued, “then one plus one equals 
infinity of possibilities.’* 
“But one plus one can equal minus 
400," c o u n t e r s Dr. Overstreet. 
“That’s when a marriage is bad.” 
The lecturers considered several 
major factors In the individual’s re­ 
lationship to the world, showing first 
the importance of a ,4sound self 
image.” A person with a realistic 
image of himself can take life to his 
stride, they said, and it not unduly 
annoyed by criticism.

Mrs. Overstreet then, 
showed that MacBeth was project­ 
ing his feelings about himself onto 
the whole of life, after he had made 
life Idiotic by his murders. 
“We must determine whether our 
minds or our emotions are on the 
job when we evaluate others,” Dr. 
Overstreet said.

The individual's relation to au­ 
thority the lecturers considered a 
major part of human personality, 
stressing the clinical evidence of 
personality disturbances as a result 
of too great domination, often by 
parents. 


“The human’s Job is to grow Into 
relative equality and independence” 


Dr. Overstreet. “The neurotic 
personality does not have a taste for 
equality,” he continued, “but a 
sound personality prefer* equality ” 
Both psychologists spoke of the 
“widespread affliction of modem 
human personality,” which deftoea 
prestige or success to terms of 
“someone to look down upon ” 
Speaking of a “sense of possi­ 
bility,” Dr. Overstreet cited the 
lowly Amoeba as a creature with no 
variability, no creativity. He said 
that the “level of personality—Is 
marked by the degree of initiative of 
which the individual is capable. 
“For the child,” he continued, “as 
for the reactionary or any imma­ 
ture individual, only the familiar is 
emotionally tolerable.*' The healthy 
personality will use his ability to do 
something new, Dr. Overstreet be­ 
lieves, whereas the neurotic is fun­ 
damentally rigid. 
Quoting a sea captain friend, Dr. 
Overstreet said, “we must be limber, 
loving and a littla looney”. 
INTEGRATION NECESSARY 
A sound degree of self integration 
is necessary for an Individual to live 
at peace with himself and the 
world. The lecturers believe. A per­ 
son who is at war with himself will 
“compartmentalize” his life, setting 
up varying standards of ethics for 
himself, his family and other people, 
x The modem tragedy of man is the 
aloneness and Isolation of the mal­ 


adjusted individual, said the Over­ 
streets, contrasting the effects of 
“destructive psychic loneliness” with 
“creative privacy.” 
“Every neurotic person is trying to 
solve a problem,” said Dr. Over­ 
street, and Mrs. Overstreet insisted 
that the neurotic person needs com­ 
passion and understanding. 
“We must put ourselves in the 


other fellow’s shoes * concluded Dr. 
Overstreet, “by trying to imaging 
foreign states of mind.” 
The lecturers, Mill Valley resi­ 
dents, were introduced by Rev. Gor­ 
don Foster of the Community 
church.

SAN FRANCISCO ftP)—John A. 
Malone, suspended tax bureau of­ 
ficial, a San Francisco drug firm, 
and one of its directors are under 
indictment on charges of conspiring 
to defraud the government. 
Named with Malone yesterday by 
the Federal grand jury were Shu­ 
mate’s Pharmacy Inc. and Mrs. 
Eleanor F. Dana, a director and sec­ 
retary to Dr. Thomas E. Shumate, 
the company’s president. 
The indictment charges Malone, 
Mrs. Dana, and the firm with con­ 
spiring with Edwin M. Furtado to 
backdate excise tax returns to avoid 
penalties. Furtado is the former 
chief of the accounts section of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau’s wage and 


excise division. He Is presently un­ 
der a 20-year sentence in Federal 
prison after pleading guilty to al­ 
tering books and records involving 
thefts of $20,000. He was not listed 
as a defendant in the indictment. 
The formal charge will prevent 
Malone from testifying before the 
congressional subcommittee current­ 
ly investigating the San Francisco 
Internal Revenue Bureau, Chairman 
Cecil King (R-Calif) said. 
Malone, who was suspended Sept. 
27 along with Collector James G.j 
Smyth and five others, is the fourth 
San Francisco Internal Revenue 
Bureau official to be indicted. 
Warrants were issued for his and 
Mrs. Sana’s arrest and bail was set! 
at $2,000 each.

Really Gifted Children Have A few 
Traits That Make Them Annoying 


Amazto* how many of us think our 
kids are geniuses. At least until 
they get to school and tangle with 
book-learning, we’re sure they sure 
brilliant. Some of us get a slid 
awakening then. 
How can you spot a really gifted 
child? What are the earmarks of 
genias? Here are a few, but I must 
caution you against putting too 
much, faith in any one bf 'these 
traits. There Is no one sure sign. 
Physically the young’n of genius 
ig apt to be ahead of his years. He 
is taller, heavier, stronger than his 
classmates. He has better coordina­ 
tion,, and muscle-balancc. He walked 
at an early age. As a tiny baby he 
could lift his head sooner than the 
others. He could focus his eyes 
earlier. 
# 
' Mentally he is far ahead of his 
age. He talks much sooner than 
other babies. He catches on to new 
words rapidly, and soon is using 
complicated sentences. He has less 
trouble understanding number con­ 
cepts. He reasons things out easily, 
and draws good conclusions. Pro­ 
bably he gets .interested, in reading 
while he is only 3 or 4. He may 
teach himself to' read long before 
starting kindergarten. He has a 
good memory, and an unusual ca­ 


pacity for using it. He is apt to be 
a bookworm. 
Socially he runs to extremes. He 
may be cither very advanced or 
very retarded. If he has been lucky 
at home and at school he will be­ 
have almost like a grown-up. He’ll 
be responsible, cooperative, capable. 
H he has been unlucky hell pro­ 
bably behave like a baby. Hell be a 
pain in the neck to ah toe adults 
around him. Hell probably be as 
popular ms poison ivy with his class­ 
mates. Many young geniuses, with 
grown-up minds, are that way. 
Their behavior is so bad that no 
one suspects their mental su.peri.ori 
ty. Their potentialities are frittered 
away, and they never amount to 
anything. 


QUESTION ANSWERED 
Q. How do psychologists test 
children to' determina: whether or 
not they are gifted? 
A. Usually they use the iStandard 
Binet test, though other tests are 
available for children who have 
special problems. There is a special 
test, for 'example, for blind child­ 
ren. Every child whose parents can 
afford it should be tested by a psy­ 
chologist before starting school. It 
costs about $15.00

A large body of females would 
be very happy indeed if it became 
possible to discard—or at least put 
in 
mothballs—such 
methods 
of 
i d e n t i f i c a t i o n as “housewife,” 
“spinster” or “bachelor girl.” 
Actually, 
there’s 
nothing 
the 
matter with “housewife,” except 
that it has such a dreary, dull 
connotation. You can argue all you 
want that keeping a home and 
family together Is woman’s proud­ 
est occupation, but you’ll still find 
women, on occasions when they 
must identify themselves occupa­ 
tion-wise, muttering apologetically, 
“Oh, I’m Just a housewife.” 
Husbands, even when they are 
stay-at-homes, 
never 
tie 
them­ 
selves into' the house to that way. 
They always say “clerk,” “lawyer,” 
or “mechanic,” .n il there are al­ 
ways those wonderful evasions of 
“retired” “philatelist,” “horticultur­ 
ist,” or “ship-model-maker,” if a 
man has only a hobby to depend on. 
ANTI-HOUSEWIFE ? 
The anti-“housewife” contingent 
have tried to do something with toe 
word “home-maker,” which Is all 
right, but lacks softness and cosi­ 
ness, evoking images of a trained, 
crisp professional 
who 
runs a 
household to a rather executive 
fashion, 
“Bachelor girl” is a good attempt 
to identify the young, unmarried 
woman, but it certainly has a bit 
of free-wheeling air about it and 
sounds a little too independent. 
“Spinster,” alas, started out as 
a good, one-word mate for “bache­ 
lor.” But It’s been ruined by popu­ 
lar usage, and now it ’s an unpleasant 
word. When you call an unmarried 
woman a spinster, boy, smile. 
It 
means to most of us an over-age, 
sharp-featured, sharp-tongued fe­ 
male meanie. 
The word “bachelor,” however, has 


come through toe years, unscathed. 
It still means only one thing: an 
unmarried male (although the dic­ 
tionary avers that its fourth or 
fifth meaning is “the crappie or 
calico bass” which probably is a 
species of fish). You can do all, 
sorts of things with a word like 
bachelor — there are persnickety, 
fussy old ones, gay ones and eligible 
ones. But when you say spinster, 
the picture is already drawn. 


Obviously, a new synonym is to 
order. 
M a r y Sanford Taylor of 
Cambridge, Mass., who apparently 
has given this subject more thought 
toan I have, writes to say she had 
a suggestion f o r a replacement: 
bachel. 
I did a little research and find 
that toe only previous use of the 
word “bachel” is for a Greek mea­ 
sure — a weight to toe neighbor­ 
hood of a bushel. 
Personally, I 
think it has a pretty sound and 
might do. I suggest, however, that 
she put a little extra feminine touch 
to the spelling: bachelle. 
Developing new words to t h i s 
manner obviously is a matter for 
considerable debate and discussion. 
As a matter of fact, I am seriously 
considering launching a contest for 
two new words to replace “house­ 
wife” and “spinster” (or “bachelor 
girl”). 
To the winner of the first, I will 
award one slightly used subpoena for 
Jury service (petit, not grand). The 
winner of the spinster contest will 
receive an introduction to a fussy, 
ineligible bachelor. 
At a latter date, we will get on 
with toe campaign against calling 
any woman who goes to business 
a “career girl.” In fact, we' may 
even campaign against calling, any 
woman up to age 60, a “girl”—or

Of The World's Richest Persons 


LONDON 3U9—Queen Elizabeth 
as the new head of the House of 
Windsor automatically becomes one 
of toe world’s richest persons. 
The exact extent of her private 
fortune which runs into many mil­ 
lions never will be publicly known. 
She inherits one of toe world’s 
finest art and 
jewel 
collections 
which, combined with other treas­ 
ures of Buckingham Palace, are 
valued in toe millions. 
She also inherits the royal es­ 
tates at Balmoral, Sandringham and 
thousands of acres of good farm­ 
land. 
The 
Windsors 
bought 
wisely 
through the generations. 
They are reported to own valu­ 
able real estate to London and 
New York, as well as stocks and 
bonds in gilt-edged companies. Ed­ 
ward VH, Victoria’s son and suc­ 
cessor, was a playboy but h% mar­ 
ket knowledge would have done 
credit to Wall Street. 
The great wealth brought under 
Queen Elizabeth’s control Includes 
the crown jewels, alone worth about 
$80,000,000. Among them is the 
world’» biggest diamond, the Black 


Prince’s ruby, and the diamond, 
“Star of India.” 
Thousands o f, diamonds, pearls] 
sapphires, emeralds and rubies stud 
the crowns worn on various occa­ 
sions. 
The soft toner band of the heavy 
imperial state crown will be adjust­ 
ed to fit the queen’s head. She may 
have a lighter crown made for her­ 
self like Victoria did, although this 
is considered unlikely. 
The Windsors might be far rich­ 
er today if George HI—the mon­ 
arch who lost toe American col­ 
onies—had been a fcfetter manager. 
He turned over certain of his lands 
to the crown In return for a guar­ 
anteed annual Income. 
This be­ 
came known as the civil list, which 
has been passed down. 
ANNUAL INCOME 
The annual income from this 
property would be more than 10 
times the 410,000 pounds ($1448,000) 
which George VI received for his 
civil likt this year. 
George Hi’s civil list included 
110,000 pounds ($308,000) for per­ 
sonal 
expenses, 
134,000 
pounds 
($375,000) for salaries of the house­ 
hold and for pensions to former 


employees, 152,800 pounds ($427,- 
840) for household expenses and 
13400 pounds ($36460) for royal 
bounty payments to indigent rela­ 
tives or others who have rendered 
service to the crown. 
RISING COSTS 
Because of rising costs the civil 
list may be boosted during Eliza­ 
beth’s reign. Prime Minister Win­ 
ston Churchill is known to favor 
an increase. He has said that 
George V received 470,000 pounds 
($1416,000) when toe pound was 
worth more than it is today. 
The queen will not have to pay 
annuities to other members of the 
royal family, since these are grant­ 
ed by Parliament. 
They include 
70.000 pounds ($196,000) a year for 
Dowager Queen Mary, 
The Duke of Edinburgh has been 
getting 10400 pounds ($28,003). This 
may be increased in view of his new 
position as consort. The last prince 
consort, Prince 
Albert, 
received 
30.000 pounds ($84,000), 
The Duke of Gloucester gets 35,- 
000 pounds ($88,000) a year and 
the Princess Royal and Princess 
Margaret each get 6,000 
pounds

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Marin Child Detention 
Hit In Talk By Busher 


By CHARLOTTE BARNES RIZNIK 
"The Juvenile cell at Marin county 
Jail with lta six bunks, ‘stinking' 
mattresses, poor ventilation and 
lighting, ugly green walls, located 
only four feet from the women’s 
cell and within sight and sound o;r 
the padded cell is not a fit place to 
detain delinquent, dependent ant 
neglected children." 
Howard Busher, county probation 
• officer, even though admitting in 
a talk to membership of Marin 
branch of Zonta International the 
unsatisfactory conditions, last week, 
aald it is absolutely necessary to 
hold delinquent and non-delinquent 
youngsters 'without segregation be­ 
cause the county’s juvenile hall is 
too small. 
Furthermore, Busher pointed out 
to the twenty some business execu­ 
tive and professional women who 
asked him to tell them about his 
work, that even though the law 
of California expressly forbids de­ 
taining delinquent and dependent 
children together, it is the usual 
'practice in 
California’s 
smaller 
counties. 
Children must be held, Busher 
explained, because it has been tra­ 
ditional with our concepts of jus- 
Jtiee to place into custody persons 
accused of breaking the law. The 
detention of children is an exten­ 
sion of this general practice. Like­ 
wise the law burdens the county 
'With the responsibility for the care 
of neglected and dependent 'Chil­ 
dren. 
"Who is likely to be detained 
in the one room 
Juvenile 
cell," 
Busher was asked. 
"In the Jail, with no entertain­ 
ment except funny-books, no recrea­ 
tion, with no supervision, one could 
find from time to time, the follow­ 
ing i" he answered, “delinquents 
who have committed serious of­ 
fenses and who have social prob 
terns; delinquents who have commit­ 
ted minor offenseumd whose .social 
problems are minor; children await­ 
ing transfer to state schools; run 
aways from Institutions or from 
their own homes, or from other 
communities; habitual school tru 
ants; mental defectives, delinquent 
and non-del!hquent; material wit­ 
nesses who are not themselves de­ 
linquent; tincar ed for children who 
represent the large dependent and 
neglected fwnp;* 
MOST TRANSFERRED 
Bulk of the youngsters are trans­ 
ferred to the juvenile hall in Lucas 
valley as soon as possible, Busher 
eaid, but there the situation is also 
not good. 
Although the children get away 
from the "bad hygiene, infected 
blankets, 
1 m m o r a 1 
influences, 
screaming and hollering of women 
prisoners’* in the juvenile^cell-at 
the jail, even at 'the Juvenile hall 
there is no segregation of aggres­ 


sive youngsters from more or less 
Innocent children held In custody. 
Generally speaking, Marin detains 
fewer children per ten thousam 
population than the state’s average 
Busher revealed, but added that the 
physical layout of the Juvenile hall 
in Lucas valley Is not adequate for 
even the low percentage. 
Busher stated there is Insuffi­ 
cient recreation area, poor play­ 
ground, no provision for group eat­ 
ing, lack of security. The children 
eat in their rooms on trays brought 
over from the county farm across 
the road. For recreation, detained 
children play In the yard watch­ 
ing the poultry and animals. 
"TOD MUCH TO DO" 
Present staff at the hall Is a man 
and wife who are "fine but have too 
much to do,** according to Busher. 
Their hours are "abdominable;** 24 
hours a day, six-day week, with 12 
hours off on Sunday. There is no 
privacy for the keepers and no way 
of gaining security except to lock 
some children in their rooms. 
Capacity of the hall is for ten 
children with no 'equipment such as; 
extra mattresses to put on the floor 
to take care of emergency situation 
in excess of usual quota. Busher 
said he thought the county will soon 
need more than ten beds at the 
itll. 
There are only 18 beds in 
the whole county for delinquent 
and non-delinquent children, 10 at 
the ball, six in jail, and two in "re 
ceiving home,** private subsidized 
residence in San RafaeL The* re­ 
ceiving home is. used for detention 
of a small number of girls and 
boys who require emergency shel­ 
ter. 
ADMINISTRATION DUTIES, 
The administration of the juvenile 
hall is vested in the probation of­ 
ficer while the administration of the 
juvenile cell at the jail is invested 
to Sheriff Walter B. Sellmer. 
"The sh.eri.ff has. been most 'Co­ 
operative*, Busher said. "After all, 
he wants to get the kids out of the 
jail just as much as we want to 
take them out." Ho we v e r , the 
"county jail" in any county is as 
old as county government Itself in 
the United States. Every California 
county has its jail with Its sheriff 
and to about half of the state’s 
counties juveniles must spend some 
of their time in 'the jail. 'Some Cali­ 
fornia 'Counties detain all. 'their de­ 
linquent children in county Jails, 
EVIL FEATURES 
Another evil feature at the Marin 
jail, according to Busher, Is the 
practice of the sheriff to finger 
print every child brought In and 
send the prints to the F.BX Bush­ 
er, seeing the need for fingerprint­ 
ing criminals, believes the action 
needs amending to prevent finger­ 
printing of, for instance, a 14-year 
old boy who might have been on 
beer party. A fingerprint record 


could make life more difficult for 
the boy in later life. 


Such fingerprinting is a local 
policy, but Busher said he was 
happy to report Sheriff Sellmer 
receptive to the idea of eliminating 
the practice In Marin. 


POINTS OF IMPROVEMENT 
Busher, who said he could only 
speak for 1951 since hp was ap­ 
pointed, outlined w h a t is being 
done now and is contemplated by 
his department. The points of im­ 
provement are; 1—earlier removing 
of children from county jail to 
juvenile hall; 2—liber aliztof the 
"family" atmosphere of the hall;

What Will Lawmakers 


Do With More Money? 


By JAMES C. ANDERSON 
United Press Staff Correspondent 
SACRAMENTO, (U.R) — The legis­ 
lature to March is going to have to 
decide what to do with an antici­ 
pated surplus revenue of $150,000,000. 
Judging from the views of legisla­ 
tors already to the capital in ad­ 
vance of the session four things may 
be done with the money — use It 
to decrease State taxes, spend it for 
classroom construction, or State 
buildings, or set it aside for the time 
when construction costs are lower. 
Members of the assembly ways 
and means committee, already con­ 
sidering portions of Gov. Earl War­ 
ren’s budget for the next fiscal year, 
ran smack into the problem of what 
to do with the surplus revenue at 
their opening hearings. 
The committee also heard sharply 
conflicting predictions from, 'the 
Btate'k tiro ranking financial ex­ 
perts on whether' the inflationary 
trend will continue or deflation set 
In during the next year or two. 
Legislative auditor A. Alan Post, 
who advises the legislators on finan­ 
cial matters, believes there are some 
indications the construction cost 
curve may start downward — and 
be advocates setting aside much of 
the storplua revenue to use for State 
construction at a "time when coste 
are lower. 
State director of finance James 
S. Dean disagreed. 
/ 


"We’ve lost millions, of dollars in 
the past by wlahfiil thinking that 
costs will go down to the future. 
Here we are with the same hope 
again," Dean said. 


"It just isn't going to happen, 
gentlemen. If th Korean war ends, 
a truce comes, pent-up construction 
is going to burst upon us. inflation 
is still going to be a major factor 
to construction costs." 
Dean argued for an immediate go- 
ahead on the governor’s proposed 
$100,000,000 state building program 
for the 1952-53* fiscal year. He said 
it was an austerity program de­ 
signed fo fulfill only the most 
urgent and vital needs. 
"If you defer construction, a year 
from now you’ll wish you had gone 
ahead," Dean said. 


Assemblymen Robert C. Kirkwood 
(R-Saratoga) and Tom Erwin (R- 
Puente) suggested some thought 
must be given to using the antici­ 
pated surplus for school classroom 
construction. 
"The school building program is 
completely incomplete," Kirkwood 
said, referring to the $250,000,000 
bond issue 
for classroom 
con­ 
struction which now has been ex­ 
hausted. 


"We’re going to have to make 
some provision for schools at the 
next session."

Other Negro men who participated 
in the revolt were Jacob Dodson, 
James Duff, Billy Gaston, Charles 
Gains, and Joe McAfee. 
* 
Although California was admitted 
to the union in 1850 as a free state, 
incoming southerners took over 
control of the state legislature and 
passed fugitive slave laws, outlawed 
Negro testimony in court, deprived 
Negroes of the right to hold 'prop­ 
erty, vote, attend schools, ride 
streetcars. 
In 1855 a "State Convention of 
the Colored Citizens of California” 
was organized to fight anti-Negro 
legislation. Delegates from every 
county set up a strong organization 
and spent $50,000 to battle the fugi­ 
tive slave law In court. After years 
of struggle, the Negro people slow­ 
ly won back their rights — the right 
to testily in 1863, and the protection 
of homestead laws for Negroes in 
the same year, the right to ride 
streetcars in 1864, to vote In 1869,

THE HECTIC YEARS 
During these hectic years, Mary 
Ellen Pleasant, a Negro woman of 
San Francisco was a key figure and 
financial supporter of the civil 
rights struggle. The suit of "Pleasant 
vs. NR. and M.RR. Company” re­ 
sulted from an incident in which 
she and a white friend conspired to 
follow a streetcar in a buggy. She 
attempted to board the car and was 
forcibly thrown off. An exerpt from, 
the San Francisco Call of January 
4th, 1904 reveals how enterprising 
this woman was: "With money in­ 
herited from her first husband, she 
came to California and was here In 
1858 when the first news of John 
Brown’s efforts to free the slaves 
of the South was conveyed to San 
Francisco. 
FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 
Being in full sympathy with the 
movement, she conceived the idea 
of lending him financial assistance 
for the undertaking, and April 5th, 
1858, found her eastward bound 
with $30,000 U.S. treasury draft.” It 
is said that John Brown bought 
15,000 condemned government rifles 
at $2. each with the money she 
gave. She went into the south to 
aid plantation Negros, but the dis­ 
astrous outcome of John Brown's 
raid forced her to flee back to San 
Fran,cisco. 
Foremost among the early news­ 
papers owned and edited by’Negros 
was the Elevator. It was the organ 
of the Colored Convention of Cali­ 
fornia, and it’s motto was "Equality 
before the Law” Its ¿columns "were 
open to all parties for logical dis­ 
cussion of every question pertaining 
to the welfare and progress of the 
people without regard to race, color, 


or condition.” 
The Pony Express was not without 
its Negro members. By .a system of 
relay riders, the Pacific Coast was 
brought within eight days of the 
Atlantic Coast. 
3 IN EXPRESS 
Three Negro riders were associated 
with the Pony Express, James Fran­ 
cis of San Francisco, who had 
charge ,of the horses at the end of 
the trail at Summit, and charge of 
the Sacramento station, now an 
historical museum; William Robin­ 
son of Stockton, who carried the 
mall from Stockton to the Mines, 
after

bought the Pony Express business; 
and George Monroe, rider between 
Merced and Mariposa, who received 
$500. for a dangerous 75 mile trip. 
The contemporary contribution of 
the Negro people to the West in­ 
cludes, as of old, not only the part 
played by the prominent citizens 
but that played, as well, by the com­ 
mon man. 
The Negro’s past runs through the 
warp and woof of the fabric that is 
America. 'The valiancy, industry, 
and spirit of the Negro people make 
it a past worthy of study and emul­ 
ation. It is a history that must be 
understood not only because it is 
the history of some fifteen million 
American citizens, but also because 
American life, as a whole, cannot 
be fully known without it.

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Lamb, Eggs Are On Cheap 
List, But Not Too Cheap 


By The Associated Press 
Eggs and lamb cost consumers a 
little less in most stores this week, 
and many retailers planned heavy 
promotions of pork items to take 
advantage of liberal supplies. 
Butter edged up one to three cents 
a pound in many places, but the 
overall trend was erratic. 
In fresh produce, larger supplies 
of carrots, peppers, cabbage and 
tomatoes pushed prices off slightly.

Fork roasts and chops and various 
cuts of ham dominated the lists of 
week-end specials of the major 
chains and independents. These 
other foods also appeared frequent­ 
ly: Sirloin, porterhouse and round 
T-bone steaks, turkeys, roasting 
chickens, loin lamb chops, eggs, 
frozen fish, lettuce, cauliflower and 
new cabbage. 
The first fresh asparagus of the 
season reached eastern markets this 
week from California. It was sea­ 
sonally Mgh in price. California's 
asparagus season reaches its peak 
in late April and May.. 
The agriculture department’s list 
of plentiful foods for thrifty buying 
include lettuce, oranges, eggs and 
pork.
